Artist Interview 

Nancy Peach

Nancy Peach is an internationally renowned Erotic 
Artist whose illustrations and fine art paintings of 
sensual nudes and bondage themes have been dis¬ 
played in galleries and shows in major cities from San 
Francisco to Chicago to Miami. 

A professional artist since her late teens, she ran her 
own business for many years as an architectural il¬ 
lustrator and illustrator of children’s books and also 
served as Director of Marin City Arts Project which 
she founded. All that changed for her at age 50 when 
a photographer introduced her to One Taste in San 
Francisco and she scheduled her first show. 

VOLO Magazine had an opportunity to sip coffee 
with Nancy at Wicked Grounds, a cafe that caters to 
a kinky crowd, where many of her pieces will be on 
display until July 3rd. 

The Interview 

VOLO: Flow did you come to painting erotic work? 

Nancy Peach: I attended Art Center College of De¬ 
sign in Pasadena, California and began selling my 
sensual nudes to private collectors. In 2008 every¬ 
thing changed for me. 

I contacted a photographer to take photos of 
me. She came to my home and was enthralled with 
my paintings that I had created at Art Center. She 
told me to contact One Taste in San Francisco. I met 
with them and they loved my paintings and sched¬ 
uled an art show. My first series was designed and I 
entitled it “Flowers and Fishnets. It consisted of 11 
paintings of women that I photographed with flowers 
in sexy poses. My first canvases were 48” x 72” and 
I painted in oils.

She went on to tell me that her ex¬ 
boyfriend was a 10 year rope bondage veteran. 


V: You’re very well known for your bondage paint¬ 
ings. How did that get started? 

NP: ... Madison Young. She was my initial inspira¬ 
tion. Once I met her and was introduced to bond¬ 
age art I was hooked. I found myself in a small adult 
lingerie shop in San Rafael one night. I was sitting 
on the floor looking over a book by Midori when a 
woman sat down beside me and said “ So, you like 
rope bondage?” I looked up and told her I was mes- 


Before I knew it she had Luke Degre on the phone and he ... 
gave me full access to all his images. His work was spectacu¬ 
lar and he was trained by Lew Rubens, another veteran rig¬ 
ger. The images of his rope bondage were so compelling that I 
began painting his images. 

Before long I was introduced to Lochai, The Two Knotty Boys, 
Van Darkholme, Rain DeGrey, Maggie Mayhem, Sabrina Fox 
& an entire community of rope enthusiasts and experts in the 
field.

V: Tell us a little about your most interesting 
project/moment/subject? 

NP: Probably one of my most interest¬ 
ing projects/subjects was when I painted 
Madison Young with Lochai. I called the 
painting “Unspoken Bond.” It was an 8ft x 
8ft canvas on 4 panels. The paintings were 
to hang at The Center for Sex and Culture. 


It was one of my first bondage paintings and I 
was unsure of being on location for the shoot 
at Kink.com. I was not sure what I would be 
exposed to in a bondage scene and was 
pretty timid about being there to shoot Madi¬ 
son & Lochai. 


V: Where can people find or collect your 
work? 


NP: I am currently at Wicked Grounds in San 
Francisco until July. I am then at Sin City 
Gallery in Las Vegas for August & Septem¬ 
ber. The Feelmore Gallery in Oakland for 6 


months starting September 1st. Masquerot- 
ica is October 19th and I will be at Camou¬ 
flage in Santa Cruz, November & December. 

I even have a show scheduled at Ron Jer¬ 
emy’s Swingers Club in Portland, Oregon for 
February, 2014. 


I am constantly booking shows so check 
out my website to see my full collection and 
show dates.

V: That’s quite a schedule. What’s next? 


NP: I have been painting bondage primarily 
for about 5 years. I am finding myself in a 
place where I am ready to explore new ideas. 


The work for Las Vegas has to be a little 
more suggestive and not so much BDSM. I 
have had to work on a softer look and have

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created paintings to suit the venue. Leav¬ 
ing more to the imagination and much more 
subtle. 

I have met with the producers of Mas- 
querotica, an event in San Francisco that 
draws thousands of people. I have exhib¬ 
ited with them for the last 2 years and this 
year I am planning on creating new work 
for it that will be used to set the stage for all 
the performers, including Liliane Hunt. I am 
super excited and have designed the first 
painting for Liliane. 

I am also very excited to receive commis¬ 
sions for private collectors. I have done 
many and am always open to new ideas 
and projects that I can collaborate with cre¬ 
ative people.

My images are not for people who 
cannot think or imagine. If you are 
looking for the money shot, that's re¬ 
ally not what I am about.

“I would love nothing more than to give you a lengthy introduction about myself, 
but there really isn’t much to say, because I don’t actually exist. I am simply an 
identity, a fictional persona. I was created to provide another channel, a differ¬ 
ent voice, to be a veil of sorts. If you really want to know the truth about me, it’s 
not a big secret and you are probably smart enough to figure it out. 

Who I am really isn’t relevant. I could tell you all the normal boring information 
that most photographers share, like where I grew up, how I discovered my pas¬ 
sion for photography, my awards and publications, blah, blah, blah, but none 
of that has anything to do with the processes or motivations behind making my 
images. It would simply be an unnecessary attempt at validating my work. You 
can look at my images and decide if I am valid, can’t you? 

Actually, the truth is that some of you are probably so inundated with sexual- 
ized images that you have become jaded. You will simply glance through these 
image without seeing anything of note.
